A Great Jurist And A Good Man 


P 


EOPLE east of the Rocky Mountains are not familiar with 
the life work of the late Judge James G. Maguire who died 


the other day at his home near San Francisco California. But 
the people of the Pacific coast knew him and loved him as lew 
men since Lincoln. 
. 
. 
, 
He was a blacksmith's helper in his youth and, like Lincoln, 


got his limited education by the light of pine knots in his rude 
cabin home. He studied law as best he could and finally gained 
admission to the bar. Later he was elected to congress and then 
to the Superior Court of California. On the bench he made an 
enviable reputation as a jurist. 


No purer judge, no abler lawyer, no better citizen ever 


lived in any American commonwealth. His court was indeed 
a temple of justice where the poorest and least influential might 
go and obtain not only fair play, but the sympathy and consola- 
tion that only such as he knew how to administer. 


From the days of his young manhood to his death he was 


ever at the forefront of every sanely progressive movement. 
For the last seven years of his life he was an invalid, but his 
home was ever the mecca of the oppressed. To his dying day 
he was active with his tongue and pen in the the earnest and 
logical advocacy of the great principles he espoused from hi.s 
youth. 
' 
, 
The following brief extract from one of his magazine -Ar- 


ticles, contributed shortly before he died, is typical of his thot 
and utterances: 


I have seen the whole problem of labor's degradation work- 


ed out in practical life before my own eyes. Thirty years ago 
labor in California was comparatively free, because land was 
comparatively free there. Labor was then paid according to 
its production, and not according to the lowest standard of 
living prevailing among the laborers, as now. It was* then worth 
what it produced and it was paid accordingly. 


Laborers being then free to go upon the virgin soil and 


build their homes and establish their own industry, and being 
able there to comfortably feed and clothe their families and to 
educate their children in the standard branches of useful learn- 
ing were not obliged to remain in the labor market when it 
offered less favorable conditions. Then California was labor's 
"Promised Land." 


Then there were in our land no tramps, few paupers, and 


no surplus labor in enforced idleness. 


Then the sparseness of population and the consequent lack 


of social advantages imposed the only hardships that were 
known. What wonder that those who knew the freedom and 
the happiness of those conditions yearn for their return! 


I saw the change of social conditions come. 
I saw the 


shadow of land monopoly steal over and encompass our Golden 
State. I saw a few hundred men become the absolute owners 
and masters of her great natural resources, that were manifest- 
ly intended by their Creator to furnish homes and subsistence to 
40,000,000 people. I saw an empire of her best and richest land 
passed by act of Congress under the dominion of a single, soul- 
less corporation. 
I saw the gates of-natural independence in 


home and industry closed against American labor. 


I saw- labor driven from its lucrative and independent re- 


treats in the mountains and valleys into the markets of the cities 
and towns, there to be sold as a commodity at prices fixed by 
the laws of trade. 
-, 


I saw the wages of American labor changed from the value 


of its product down to the price fixed by the alternative of 
pauperism, while the wealth-producing power of labor was in- 
creased, on the average, in all departments of industry, eleven- 


r fold. 


I saw the beneficiaries of monopoly manipulating the labor 


market to keep the price of labor down. I saw them importing, 
in tens of thousands, the coolies of China, not for the benefit of 
the Chinamen, as Eastern philanthropists persist in believing, 
but for the double purpose of "bearing" the labor markrt by 
maintaining a surplus, and of teaching American laborers to 
live on the rations of Asiatic slavery. 


I saw the millionaire arid the tramp, contemporaneous 


menaces to our civilization, arise out of these conditions. 


I saw the millionaire, without productve labor on his part, 


become a multi-millinaire, upon the tribute commanded by his 
purchased and granted prvileges, and I saw the army of pauper- 
ism growing as he grew and growing because of the conditions 
that make him grow—recruited by thousands from the ranks of 
unemployed labor—a ghastly procession of vice and ci"ime, and 
rags and filth, and torment and despair, drifting listlessly, ns 
"flotsam and jetsam" on the tide of our civilization, to whatever 
goal a just God may deem suitable at the close of their earthly 
hell. 


These are the results as I have seen them on the Pacific 


coast, of land monopoly, supplemented by the importation of 
Chinese slaves. 


The remedy which I propose for the evil of land monopoly 


is simple, just, practical and unquestionably sufficient. 
It is 


this: To appropriate to public use, by taxation, for the support 
of our Federal, state and municipal government, the entire 


Cental value of all land, irrespective of improvements, and TO 


abolish all other taxes.

Japan 
has no great amount of iron, only a 
little coal and some copper. Her peo- 
ple have little aptitude for repetitive 
work—they make no two things ex- 
actly sttke.. It would take consider- 
able . industries, and even then they 
probably could not com pot" with Kng- 
lancl in similar lines. 


"Second, Japan could export 
her 


surplus population, i,lt.ho this would 
hardly relieve the present home situ- 
ation. But where would the Japanese 
go. 
Not to Canada or the United 


States or Australia, where they are 
barred or to India or China, which al- 
ready are overpopi.ilat.ecl. Possibly to 
South America. 
But 
iho Japanese 


are not hardy as a race in grappling 
with an unfavorable climate or primi- 
tive conditions.
